Official-Languages Monitor Program 


Under a program funded by the Government of Canada, the Ministry of Education 
and T raining in conjunction with the Council of Ministers of Education, Canada, invites 
students to apply for the position of second-language monitors (French or English) 
for the 1994-95 academic year. 

Part-Time Monitors 

Official-languages monitors must be full-time postsecondary students usually study- 
ing in a province other than their own. They will work between six and eight hours 
per week under the supervision ol a second-language teacher. Some francophone 
monitors will be assigned to French schools outside Quebec. For eight months' 
participation in the program, they will receive at least $3,500 and one return trip 
between their home and the host province. 

To be eligible for the part-time program, students must have completed at least one 
year of post-secondary studies or will have completed such studies by the end of the 
1993-94 academic year. 

Full-Time Monitors 

Full-time monitors must have completed at least one year of post-secondary studies. 
Duties consist of assistance French second-language teachers in rural or semi-urban 
areas usually in a province other than their own, for 25 hours per week. Some 
francophone monitors will be assigned to French schools outside Quebec. Monitors 
will receive up to $1 1 ,400 for 1 0 months of participation. They will also receive two 
return trips per year between their home province and the host province. They may 
also receive a moving allowance of a minimum of $300 and a maximum of $1 ,100
